Tom McIntosh, who scored 
“The Learning Tree,” wrote an 
original musical score for “Soul 
Soldier,” including the title song, 
“Yesterday, Today and Tomor- 
row,” which is sung in the film 
by Joe Williams. 


Two prominent Kansas City 
residents, black businessman 
James M. Northern and white 
attorney Stuart Z. Hirschman, 
produced The Fanfare Corpora- 
tion release, which was directed 
by John Cardos from a screen- 
play by Marlene Weed. 


Unlike other current films 
about black people (“Shaft,” 
“Honky,” ““Sweetback,”’ etc.), 
with their contemporary sub- 
jects and themes, “Soul Soldier” 
is set in the year 1871, and it 
relates a chapter of history that 
has been omitted from most text- 
books: the vital and heroic part 
played by Black Americans in 
the expansion and settlement of 
the Western Frontier. 


The men of the Tenth Caval- 
ry, most of them former slaves, 
and the women who followed 
them West, lived under the most 
spartan conditions. Stationed at 
isolated Fort Davis in a deso- 
late area of West Texas, these 
black troopers — whom the In- 
dians nicknamed the Buffalo 
Soldiers out of respect for their 
courage and tenacity — protected 
settlers from the raiding Mes- 
calero Apaches, kept an uneasy 
peace with the reservation- 
dwelling Lipans, and patrolled 
the border between Texas and 
Mexico. 


The Texans hated them be- 
cause they were black, the Mex- 
icans hated them because they 
were part of the U.S. Govern- 
ment, and the Indians hated 
them because they were soldiers. 


The horses they rode, the food 
they ate and the equipment they 
used were inferior to that is- 
sued the white units; what the 
white troops rejected, the black 
cavalry had no choice but to 
accept. 

Although these black troop- 
ers knew that the white politi- 
cians in Washington were not 
concerned with either their wel- 
fare or that of the red man 
they fought and killed, they still 
served their nation with distinc- 
tion, compiling a long list of 
legendary achievements under 
the most adverse conditions. In 
more than 20 years of fighting 
on the Western Frontier, there 
was not one recorded incident 
among the black cavalry for 
failure under fire, shirking of 
duty or deviation from orders. 

Between battles big and small, 
the black cavalry escorted wagon 
trains and stagecoaches, con- 
structed and rebuilt frontier 
posts, protected surveyors and 
railroad crews, and helped to 
chart thousands of previously 
unmapped miles.
